A Curiously Conitructed Mortar W«« 


"Mad M«a of Ghent." 


The ancestors of the monster 


guns of today were performing their 
deadly work at le.aft Jive ce.jit.unef 
ago, says Die Welt dor Technik. 
Tiie barrels of the early guns were 
jnade of cast iron, wrapped willij 
forged 
iron 
rings to 
strengllierj 


tliem. 
]>at«r the guns were east ir. 


One of the first mortars that as- 


tonished the world was ".Mad Meg 
of Ghent/' which was made in 1382. 
The gun is sli1! preserved in Ghent. 
It was made in two part?, which 
6cre\v together. 
The front part. 


which ia really the barrel, is com- 
posed of 
thirty-two forged 
iron 


strips, held together by forty-one 
rings, like an ordinary hooped bar- 
rel. 
It is screwed to the back part, 


which contains the chamber for tlu: 


powder. 
That has twenty ring: 


round it. 
Tire caliber of the gun 


is ?;>."> centimeters, which is almost 
double that of the greatest howitzer 
of today, the -13 centimeter. 
The 


chamber held sixty kilogmms of 
powder and shot about olO kilo- 
grams of stone, pieces of iron and 
glass. 
It is thought that "Mad 


Meg" had her christening in the 
siege of Oudenarde. 


Another famous gun was mount- 


ed sit Edinburgh castle. That wa? 
not very successful. 
In the 
first 


place it was so heavy that its weight 
nearly wrecked the bridge that led 
over the easile moat, and one of the 
first discharges from the gun lodged 
a great piece of shot on the skies of 
the barrel, and it took forty-eight 
hours to extract it. 
When they 


finally succeeded in discharging the 
gUn the shot went so high over tin? 
enemy's heads that it did no dam- 
age. Eventually it was used for iir- 
ing salutes xintil one day the recoil 
sank it so deep into the earth that 
it was put out of commission. Tho 
old gun was finally melted up.
